A man will'perhaps aske, What he 
meaneth by this word (the ſame) 1 an- 
ſwere, that he meanerh the very {elfe 
ſame thing, which the beleeving peo- 
ple doe at this day, cate and drinke in 
the Church of Chriſt, For wee may 
not vngerſtand divers things thereby, 
becauſe it 15 one and the ſelfe ſame 
Chrift, who with his owne fleſh fed in 
the Wilderneſſe, the people that was 
Baptiſed in the Cloud, and in the ſea, 
_ then made them to drinke of his 
Church, feede the beleeving people 
with the Bread of his body, and make 


them to drinke of the water of his 


blood, and that deth now in his| © 


blood.

blood, Which thing the Apoſtle min- 
ding to declare, after that he had aid, 
That our Fathers did cate the ſame ſpirs- 
tnall meate, and did drinke the ſame ſpi- 
rituall drinke , hepreſently added, For 
they dranke of the [pirutuall Rocke that 
ollowed them, and that Rocke was 
Chrift. And this he doth, that ſo wee 
might vnderfſtand that Chriſt, was in 
the ſpirituall Rocke in the Wildernes, 


and gaue vnto the people there, the| 


water of his blood : which Chrift af- 
terwards offred, even to the people of 
our age, that bodie rhat he 24: of 
the Virgin, and was hanged vpon the 
Crolle, for the ſalvation of the belee- 
vers: from which bodie alſo he pow- 
red forth great abundancofhis blood, 
by which we ſhould not onely be re- 
deemed, bur alſo made drinke there- 
of, 

This verily is a wonderfull matter, 
ſecing thar Chriſt being incompre- 
henſible & ineſtimable,had nor as yet 
take vnto him mans narure,nor taſted 
death, for the ſalvation of rhe world, 
nor had redeemed vs by his blood, & 
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yet thatour Fathers, did in the Wil- 
dernelle, by ſpirituall meate,and invi- 
ſible drinke, cate his body, anddrinke 
hts blood, as the Apoſtle is a witnelle, 
faying ; That our Fathers did cate the 
ſame [pritnall meate, and did drinke the 
ſame [piritnall drinke, Wee muſt not 
here ſecke outour own reaſon or way, 
by which this might bee performed, 
but faith muſt be vſed, if wee will 
know, what was done. For he, that

venly 
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veuly armies and multitudes of An- 
gels: or that they doe cate any ſuch 


werc, with the dainties of Gods word, 
here on earth, I mean men, Verily the 
Pſalmiſt, or rather the holy Ghoſt? 
the Pi{almiſt ſheweth, either whac ou. 
fathers received in that heavenly 4a#- 
a; or els what the fairthfull people 
ſhould beleeueto be, in the myſteric 
of Chriſts bodie, In both of them 
certainely Chriſt is ſignified and ſer 
forth : which Chriſt both feederh the 
ſoules of the bcleevcrs,and 1s the food 
and meateof Angels : and yet neither | 
of them are done m corporall taſte,or 

bodily feeding, but by the power of 
the ſpiricuall word. 

And wee know, becauſe the Evan- 
gcliſt hath declared the ſame, that the 
Lord Ieſus Chriſt, before he ſuffered, 
Tooke Bread, and gane thankes,and gaue 
it to his Diſciples, ſaying : This us my bo 
die which is gruenfor you, doe this 17 re- 
membrance of me. Likewiſe, he tooke the 
Cup, after be had ſupped, ſaying: This

ment in'my blood, which ſhall be ſhed for 


yow, Therefore as he could, even ajit-|. 


tle before he luffered, rurne the ſub- 
ttanccof the Bread, and the creature 
of the Winc, into his owne body, 
which ſhould ſufter,and into his own 
blood, which afterwardes ſhould be 
ſhed: ſolikewiſe was he able in the 
Wildernetle, ro rurne the CAManna, 
and the water that ifſued out of the 
Rocke, into his owne fleſh and blood, 
alchough that a long time after, both 
his feſh was to be haged onthecroſle 
for onr ſakes,and his bloodto be ſhed 
for the waſhing away of our ſinnes.

'to bee vnderſtood: to chem, 1] ſay,he 
faid: Detb this offend you ? What then 
'if yee ſhould ſee the Sonne of man aſcend 
| vp where he was before ? Aschough he 
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| ſhould 
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laith: It 5s the ſpirit that quickeneth. 
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ſhould ſay: Thinke not I pray you, 
that you muſt either bodily cate my 
fleſh, or bodily drinke my blood, or 
that my body muſt bee divided into 
parts to beeaten, or my blood diftri- 
buted to be drunke, ſceing that after 
my reſ{urre&ion, yee ſhall ſee mee to 
goc vp into heaven, with the fulnelle

Hee ſeemeth to 
command a wicked thing, and aw vngoaly 
att. Wherefore ut is a fignratine ſpeech 
communding vs ts communicate in the 
Lords paſſion, and ſweetly and_ profitably 
to lay wp this in our memories, that his 
fleſh was crucified and wounded for our 
poet " ſakgs 
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ſakes, Here we perceiue,that this Do- 
Ror ſaith and attirmeth, chart the my- 
ſteries of the bodie& blood of Chritt, 
are vnder a figure celebrated and re- 
ceived of the tairhfull : for hee ſaith 
plaindy, that it belongerh not torel1- 
g10N, bur is racher a wicked thing,car-
